LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 
Public Urination Motion 
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Councilmember Cedillo introduced a motion that addresses the issue of public urination at 
public events. Individuals going to or coming from areas that host entertainment or large 
events occasionally decide to relieve themselves in public. This can negatively affect quality of 
life for residents around venues that attract large crowds. 

In 2003, the City Council passed an ordinance to prohibit public urination and defecation in the 
public areas of the City, in an effort to curtail this type of behavior. Under this ordinance, 
individuals who relieve themselves in public can be fined up to $1,000 and sentenced to up to 
six months in jail. 

While this ordinance is important, public urination still occurs on a regular basis in 
neighborhoods that have venues that attract large crowds. This motion instructs the Police 
Department to report on efforts to enforce that law that prohibits urination in public, and what, if 
any, other efforts the City should undertake to curtail urination in public places by individuals 
going to or leaving sporting events, special events, bars and nightclubs.

Marks Along the LA River Motion in Arts/Parks Committee 
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On Monday during the Arts, Parks, Health, Aging and River Committee meeting, the committee 
considered a motion by Councilmember Cedillo that looks at safety along the LA River. 
Councilmember Cedillo instructed the Department of Transportation and the Bureau of 
Engineering to conduct a full assessment to evaluate all safety concerns along the LA River 
bikeway/jogging/walkway. The report will explore mapping locations to install communication 
devices in case of emergencies, evaluate the conditions of the mile markers on the pavement, 
conduct an analysis of current street signage to recommend additions or other appropriate 
safety markers and it will include a report on existing locations where emergency vehicles have 
proper access to the river.

Healthy Streets Update 
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On Tuesday the City Council approved a motion to provide the resources needed to 
immediately expand the Operation Healthy Streets Program (OHS) to address immediate 
health and safety issues in the Skid Row area of downtown. The program: 

■Increases the frequency of comprehensive and spot cleanings of the Skid Row area 
■Increases health and safety inspections of the Skid Row area to identify and address health 
and safety issues 

■Increases the number of trash receptacles in the Skid Row area 
■Establishes short-term storage for personal belongings 

■Increases the number of toilets and showers available for public use and expands the hours of 
access to those services 

The Council approved $3,724,073 for the 2014-15 budget. 

Street Vending in Econ Development Committee 
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On Tuesday, hundreds of street vendors flooded the Economic Development Committee to 
urge committee members to legalize street vending in the City. Councilmember Cedillo 
received accolades for his comments that we need to support street vendors and create a 
program that is responsible. The Economic Development Committee continued the item for 90 
days pending an additional report from the Chief Legislative Analyst.

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Through the support and cooperation of Supervisor Gloria Molina, Councilmember Cedillo was 
able to secure a commitment of $950,000 in Proposition A Specified Excess Funds from the 
First Supervisorial District of the County of Los Angeles for Chinatown’s Ord and Yale Park. 
The Chinatown community designed the park back in 2010 and successfully received the 
nearly $5 million from the statewide competitive 2010 Proposition 84 grant funds. 
Councilmember Cedillo and Supervisor Molina have worked together over the past 10 months 
to make the Ord & Yale Street Park and Pedestrian Stairway project a reality. The park project 
is in the design stage, and demolition is scheduled to commence at the end of 2014.
